COOLIDGES’ 19TH ANNIVERSARY 


President and Wife Were Married 
on Oct. 4, 1905. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge celebrated 
their nineteenth wedding anniver- 
sary today by going for a cruise on 
the Mayflower, down the Potomac 
River, this afternoon. Up to the 
eleventh hour the President was 
busy either at the White House or 
at the ball park, where he wit- 
nessed the game between the Sen- 
ators and the Giants. 

On Oct. 4, 1905, President Cool- 
idge, then a young attorney in 
Northampton, Mass., married Miss 
Grace Anne Goodhue. One of the 
biographers of the President tells 
that the day of his wedding was 
very rainy and that someone re- 
marked on this as an omen of the 
future. The answer of the Presi- 
dent has been handed down as 
characteristic of a man who always 
saw the main issue. 

“I don’t mind the weather if I 
get the girl,’’ the President said.

Communist Bill Would End Big 
Allowances and Scize Property. 
BERLIN, Oct. 4.—Members of 

the Hohenzollern family living in 

Prussia will receive unemployment 

doles like any worker out of a job, 

instead of drawing big monthly al- 
lowances, if a bill introduced in the 

Prussian Diet by the Communists 

passes. 

The bill further provides that 
all Hohenzollern property be con- 
fiscated and the castles and villas 
converted.into kindergartens or 
homes for disabled soldiers. All 
allowances for the Hohenzollerns 
living away from Prussia must 
cease, according to the Communist 
demand.

LIQUOR TREATY 


U.S. Agents Bought Whisky 
and Raced to Shore in 42 
Minutes — Treaty Fixes 
Limit at Hour’s Sail. 


SAY ACTION BROKE 
BIG LIQUOR RING 


Bootlegger-Banker  Alli- 
ance Will Collapse as a 


Result of Capture. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 4. — With 


the capture of a British steamer 
with 11,000 cases of whisky aboard, 
prohibition officials today claimed 
to have caused the collapse of an 
Anglo-American banker-“bootleg- 
ger” alliance which in the last six 
months has flooded this part of 
the country with illicit Nquor. 
As the result of a three months’ 
investigation, coast guardsmen 
seized the 376-ton steamer Freder- 
ick B. and her crew of 20 men 15 


miles off Monmouth Beach, N. Z., 
which the Federal officials call the 
first real test of the liquor treaty 
with Great Britain. Bankers in 
Montreal and New York and disitil- 
lers and shipping men in London 
and Halifax are said to be mem- 
bers of the international bootleg- 
ging ring which, the dry raiders 
said, has $10,000,000 behind its op- 
eration of a four-ship fleet. 

In addition to the prize capture 
of the Britisher, four smaller craft 
—fleet motor boats that bring the 
liquor from the rum fleet to the 
Long Island and New Jersey shores 
—were taken. The captures, 
which included a half hundred 
cases of whisky and 15 prisoner, 
were made by the marine police. | 

Agents Work, Ruse. 

One lone police boat, with lights 
out, got three of the little craft off 
the Rockaways single-handed. The 
fourth was taken at Staten Island 
while her crew were unloading 
whisky on a dock. 

A novel ruse was employed by 
the Federal agents to involve the 
crew of the Frederick “B.” in 4 
test of the new treaty, which ex- 
tends the ancient three-mile seizure 
limit to the distance that can be 
traversed by boats in one hour. 

After handing the vessel's mas- 
ter $100,000 in cash and checks to 
make a liquor purchase agreement 
binding, agents asked for 25 ‘‘sam- 
ple’ cases to take ashore at once. 
They put the “stuff’’ aboard the 
fastest speed boat they could get 
and raced ashore in 42 minutes. 
This, assert the agents, involves the 
ing in a violation of the Anglo- 
American treaty. 

Two Women Found Aboard. 

Their race against time com- 
pleted, the agents pressed the coast 
guard cutter Manhattan into the 
work. That formidably armed little 
vessel steamed alongside the whis- 
ky-laden Frederick B, placed under 
arrest the crew and two women 
found aboard, and preceded the

John Holley Clark, Assistant 
United States District Attorney, 
later said the capture was the most 
importance since the United States 
enered into the new seizure limit 
treaty with Great Britain. 

Although the captors were in- 
clined to be reticent about the af- 
fair, a few facts were gleaned con- 
cerning the Frederick B. and her 
Operators. It was learned, for in- 
stance, that one of the women 
aboard—sshe is rather 26 and 
rather strikingly dressed—was the 
daughter of one of the English 
“higher ups” in the rum running 
conspiracy. Her companion. said 
to be a woman of about 40, was 
described as the younger one’s 
chaperone.

Prosecutor Duty, Sheriff 
Galligan and City Judge 
Bowen, Foes of K. K. K., 
Blamed for Outbreak. 


9 OTHERS NAMED 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Member of Jury Indicted for 
Death of Boy—Prosecu- 
tor Draws True Bills 
Against Himself.

MARION, Ill, Oct. 4.—State’s 


Attorney Delos Duty and Sheriff 
George Galligan of Williamson 
County, and E. N. Bowen, Judge 
of the City Court of Herrin, were 
indicted for murder by the grand 
jury here today, in connection 


with the Ku Klux Klan and anti- 
klan outbreak at Herrin, Aug. 30 
last, in which seven men were 
wounded fatally. 

The jury returned nine other 
murder indictments, mostly 
against persons reputed fe be anti- 
klansmen. 

Ike Colyer, a Constable of Cereal 
Springs, and a member of the 
grand jury, was indicted for the 
murder of a boy who resisted ar- 
rest, a year ago, Colyer was in 
the grand jury room when the in- 
dictment was returned by a stand- 
ing vote of his fellow-jurors. 

Judge a Witness for Defense. 

Circuit Judge D. T. Hartwell re- 
fused to fix bail or issue a mitti- 
mus for the arrest of State’s At- 
torney Duty or Judge Bowen, stat- 
ing that he was disqualified, as 
he would be a witness for the de- 
fense, in that he was  corvinced 
that Duty and.Bowen could not 
have been in Herrin at the time 
that the murders named in the in- 
dictment were committed. 

Sam Stearns, former head of the 
Ku Klux Klan in Herrin, however, 
is said to have testified that there 
were six witnesses who saw Duty 
and Bowen fire from anautomobile 
at the John Smith garage in Her- 
rin, the day of the outbreak. 

Circuit Judge A. D. Somers is to 
be called to Marion from Harris- 
burg next week to issue the mitti- 
mus and fix bail. 

Jury of Kian Sympathizers. 

The Grand Jury, whoch has been 
in session-for two weeks, returned 
80 indictments for various crimes. 
The jury was composed practically 
entirely of klansmen or klan sym- 
pathizers, and so far as the indict- 
ments are known, no members of 
the hooded soclety were indicted. 
Although the C8roner’s jury held 
John Smith, garage proprietor, as 
responsible for the killings, the 
Grand Jury did not indict him. He 
appeared before the jury as a wit- 
ness. 

Dr. J. T. Black, superintendent 
and owner of the Herrin Hospital 
and an anti-klansman, also was 
indicted for the Herrin killings. 
When the Coroner's jury failed to 
hold Black, he was arrested on in- 
formation before Magistrate Abe 
Hicks of*Herrin, a klansman, but 
was released because of insufficient 
evidence. 

Galligan Held for Two Murders. 
Sherif€ Galligan, who was in- 
dicted for two murders and for 
malfeasance in office, is alleged 
by the indictments to have killed 
Otto Roland and Chester Reed, al- 
leged friends of Galligan, while 
Deputy Sheriff Ora Thomas is al- 
leged to have killed Green Dun- 
ning reputed klansman. State's At- 
torney Duty, Judge Bowen and Dr. 
Black are alleged to have killed 
Dewey Newbolt and Charles Wol- 
lard, reputed klansmen. 

Deputy Sheriff J. H. (Bud) Alli- 
son, who was the first slain In the 
outbreak and Phemister, bailiff in 
the Herrin city court, who died this 
week from wounds suffered during 
the outbreak, were not named in 
the indictmenta. 

It was learned tonight that an 
effort was made by the grand jury 
to indict officials of several miners’ 
unions in Williamson County, who 
had expelled klianamen from their 
unions. The miners’ union forbids 
klan membership.

MEEKER LION AT AIR 
RAGES AFTER FLIGHT 


Trail Blazer Tells Dayton 
Crowds “It’s Just Sitting 
There and Waiting.”

DAYTON, O., Oct. 4.-—Ezra 

Meeker of Seattle, Wash., nonagen- 
arian air traveler, flew out of the 
West today to see the last day's 
program of the international air 
races at Wilbur Wright Rield, and 
became the lion of the day. 
' Meeker, Oregon trail ploneer, 
made his first trip across the con- 
tinent in 1852 in a covered wagon. 
In 1906 he drove oxen over the 
route again. This time he decided 
he wanted to do it in a little better 
time and he asked Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Dwight F. Davis for 
permission to fly from Seattle to 
Dayton with Lieut. Oakley Kelly. 

They left Wednesday morning 
and made the journey in 18% 
hours flying time, coming in today 
from Rantoul, Il.

WILBUR WRIGHT FIELD, 
Dayton, O., Oct. 4.—Capt. Burt E. 
Skeel, one of the most brilliant and 


daring of army pilots, plunged to 
a spectacular death here this after- 
noon, at the start of the Pulitzer 
trophy race for the world’s speed 
championship, The fatal fall oc- 
curred in full view of the 60,000 
spectators, among whom was the 
pllot’s wife. Capt Skeel was 30 
years old, 

The race was won by Lieut. 
Harry H. Milla, in @ Verville- 
monoplane. His a for 
the 200 kilometers (124.27 miles) 
was 216.55 miles an hour, far be-" 
low the record of 243.68 set by 
Lieut. A. J. Williams at St. Louis 
last year in the same event. 

Lieut. Wendell H. Brookley, itn 
a Curtiss R-6 races, the same type 
of plane as that flown by Capt. 
Skeel, was a close second, His 
average was 214,45 miles an hour. 
Lieut. Rex K. Stoner, flying a 
standard army Cutriss pursuit 
plane, was completely outdis- 
tanced. finishing a lap behind the 
leaders. His average speed was 
167.95 miles an hour. 

The wings and tall of Capt. 
Skeel’s ship crumpled under the 
terrific wind pressure as he dived 
for the starting line at a speed 
which observers declared was not 
less than 250 miles an hour. The 
fuselage buried itself, nose down, 
ten feet deep in the side of a creek 
bank on the west side of the field. 
The pilot's body was recovered 
from the water after a four-hour 
search. 

Cliimactic Event of Races. 

The great crowd assembled for 
the climactic event of the three- 
day program of the international 
air races had just witnessed «4 
thrilling race between 11 pilots and 
planes of the first army pursuit 
group, for the John L. Mitchell 
trophy. Skeel was a squadron com- 
mander of this group. He won the 
Mitchell trophy at St. Louls last 
year, and it was partly on that ac- 
count that he was chosen to fly one 
of the two Curtisss racers in this 
year’s Pulitzer race. 
Following the award of the 
Mitchell trophy to Lieut. Cyrus Bet- 
tis in front of the grand stand, the 
four crack pllots took the air for 
the classic test. Fiying in single - 
file, they circled behind the grand 
stand, and moved toward the weat, 
rapidly gaining altitude for the dive 
toward the starting line. This dive 
is for the purpose of attaining high 
speed. 
Lieut. Mills was tn the lead. All 
three of the special racers were 
coated brightly with aluminum 
paint. Lieut. Stoner’s plane, which 
was last, wore the dark green of 
the air service. The flyers circled 
until they reached an altitude of 
about 2000 feet. Then Mille headed 
for the starting line, the course of 
the flight lying diagonally across 
the field, and entering it near the 
western end of the grand stand. 
Down he came, nosing his plane 
sharply toward the ground, gain- 
ing speed at every foot. He seemed 
bent on diving into the ground.

ELDORADO, Ill., Oct. 4.—No one 
here is immodest enough to say. 
“as Eldorado goes, so goes the na- 
tion.”” But certain political experts 
of the town see in the recall , of 
Mayor Sam W. Latham that a wave 
of popular unrest which is reported 
in the wakes of Candidate Davi- 
and Candidate La Follette. Dr. 
Latham is a Republican. 


He looks like the prevailing con 
ception of a dyed-in-the-wool Re- 
publican. He is large and genial: 
well fed and prosperous. When the 
correspondent talked to him today 
he was wearing a gray checked 
suit and had a red rose in his coat. 
There was about him that sugges 
tion of hurt surprise which Demo- 
cratic cartoonists like to put on the 
faces of Republicans. He had, you 
felt, the dogged, unrepentant spirit 
which might lead him any minute 
to hurl at his enemies the war cry, 
“Coolidge or Chaos.” His friend- 
already have warned Eldorado that 
it must be either “Latham or Las- 
situde.”’ 


Recalled at the Polls. 


In spite of this warning the 
town recalled Dr. Latham by a 
majority of 185 yotes tn a bitter 
election a week ago last Thursday 
and put Ross G. Putnam, an inde- 
pendent, in his place. The cam- 
paign was so heated that both 
sides admit “it split even the 
churches wide open.” It was so 
filled with charge and  counter- 
charge that Eldorado might be 
said to epitomize the great nation- 
al arena in which even now the 
next President is being decided 
upon. 

Mayor Latham’s enemeis made 
two charges against him in the re- 
call petition, which had 1700 sign- 
ers. The first was that Latham’s 
administration had been wildly ex- 
travagant. The second was that 
the Mayor had used alcoholic stitm- 
ulants to excess and was not con- 
ducting himself in accord with the 
dignity of his office. However, in 
the campaign which extended over 
three months, Latham’s opponents 
disregarded these statements as 
being two restricting. They ac- 
cused the Latham administration 
of corruption and the doctor of 
many sorts of misconduct. 

It has not been a klan and antl- 
klan fight, except in so far as the 
klan members here are largely 
Democrats. It has been a moral 
fight, Latham’s opponents assert. 

The fight on Doctor Latham had 
its start last June, when Chief of 
Police Arthur Harrelson, his ap- 
pointee, was said to have comfort- 
ed himself in a tyranical manner. 
The Chief was at a carnival and 
the crowd at the ticket office was 
shoving. 

“Stop pushing,” 
dered.

Dr. Latham’s enemies charged 
that the alleged extravagant con- 
tracts his administration had let 
were full of egraft. Democrats 
pointed out paving project No. 9, 
which had cost property owners 
$122,000; No. 13 which would cost 
$50,000, and No. 10 which would 
entail the expenditure of $100,000, 
and they also pointed to the new 
city hall, which had cost $32,000. 
All these projects had been put 
under way during the 16 months 
of the Mayor's term. 

“The least that we can expect 
of those in public office is com- 
mon honesty and economy,” para- 
phrased the anti-Latham faction. 
Property owners who would be 
obliged to pay for the street pav- 
ing on a front footage basis 
signed the recall petition. 

Followed two months more of 
bitter accusations. The Baptist, 
Methodist and Presbyterian min- 
isters referred to the campaign 
from their pulpits. One of the 
things to which the conservative 
element of the town objected was 
that the doctor, as president of the 
Lions’ Club, had headed a move 
to buy And equip a park. The 
Lions’ Club said it was a public- 
spirited venture. Those who did 
not like the youth of Eldorado to 
swim on Sunday and skate and 
dance other days retorted that it 
was just a scheme to sell a park 
tract to the city at a big profit. 

Meanwhile the petition circulat- 
ors were accumulating the required 
55 per cent of the approximate 2000 
voting strength of the town. The 
petition was filed with the Citys 
Clerk. 

Dr. Latham’s Come-Back. 

Then Dr. Latham and his sup- 
porters came back. They alleged 
that the collectors of signatures 
had not bothered to see everybody 
in person but had signed some 
names without the owner's knowl- 
edge. This was admitted at a court 
hearing at Harrisburg. The Rev. 
Mr. Allen conceded that some 
of his workers had been over- 
zealous. But. although the num- 
ber of signers shrank from 1700, 
enough challenged signatures wer»? 
proven to make it evident that 
more than 55 per cent of the cit- 
izens of Ejdorado had joined that 
“great popular unrest over cond!- 
tions in America today.’ They di1 
not want Latham. They had not 
kept “Cool with Coolidge.”” They 
were undaunted by the alternative 
of ‘“‘Latham or Lassitude.”’ 


Alleged Fall and a Blow. 

Angered by the Latham faction’s 
cry of “crooked work,” those ar- 
rayed against the Mayor dug up 
more stories. It was said that he 
had fallen into the Lions’ swim- 
ming poo] one evening while in- 
toxicated. It was said that he and 
two of his four commissioners held 
meetings in his office before each 
council meeting and agreed ona 
slate; and that they then used 
their majority of three to two to 
override the will of the people and 
the other two commissioners. 

As a final blow—the afternoon of 
the day before election day—the 
Eldorado News published the rc- 
port of a suit which had been filed 
over at Harrisburz, &he County 
seat. In this suit a young woman, 
Miss Nellie O'Reilly, asked for 
$10,000 damages from Dr. Latham, 
alleging that he had attacked her 
in an office building in Chicago. 

The doctor is chief surgeon of 
the Illinois Industrial Commission 
and was said to have been in Chi- 
cago attending a meeting of the 
commission when the alleged at- 
‘ac koccurred. Miss O'Reilly is de- 
ecribed in the petition as a stenog- 
rapher employed by the commis- 
sion and other parties. She averred 
that the attack occurred while she 
was acting as a stenographer for 
the commission. 

Too Late for Published Denial. 

It was too late for the doctor 
to publish his denial. He had his 
supporters circulate it by word of 
mouth. and had anticipated the 
auit with the following notice pub- 
lished the day before: 

“Dr. Sam W. Latham calls the 
attention of the voters to the scur- 
rilous literature now being circu- 
lated by the supporters of Mr.

CURONER'S JURY 
CRITICISES POLICE 
IN AUTO DEATH 


No Witnesses Obtained— 
Police Report Absolves 


Officers, Who Say None 
Could Be Found. 


After a special investigation 
which followed a charge of the 
Coroner’s jury yesterday that the 
police had been lax in getting data 
on an auto accident, Police Lieut. 
William Murphy of the Homicide 
Bureau last night reported to Chief 
of Detectives Hoagland that as far 
as he could determine every officer 
connected with the case had per- 
formed his duty. 

The Coroner's jury was com- 
pelled to find that Jeremiah Col- 
lins, 79 years old, of 3623A Lucky 
Street, was the victim of an acci- 
dent because there were no wit- 
nesses to his injury. He was struck 
Thursday evening at Kingshighwav 
boulevard and Maryland avenue by 
a machine driven hy Paul O. Mant- 
ler, an automobile salesman of 6300 
Virginia avenue. 

Patrolman John Holloran testi- 
fied at the inquest that he accom 
panied Collins to city hospital in 
an ambulance, but failed to round 
up any witnesses. When questioned 
by Deputy Coroner Dever regard- 
ing the failure to obtain evidence in 
the case, Patrolman Holloran said 
he had not felt obligated to return 
to the scene of the accident, as his 
time on duty had ended while he 
was at the hospital. 

A second policeman in the case 
also failed to produce anything in 
the way of evidence and, when 
Mantler, the driver, refused to 
make a statement, on advice of 
counsel, the Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of accident, and 
voted the recommendation for an 
investigation of police methods in 
such matters. Deputy Coroner 
Dever said he would ask Circuit 
Attorney Sidener to question po- 
licemen responsible for the appar- 
ent laxity. 

Murphy, in his report, stated that 
three men, a chauffeur, a clerk and 
a signal officer, responded in a pa- 
trol wagon when some one called 
the Newstead Avenue Police Sta- 
tion about 6 p. m, Thursday and 
reported that a man had been in- 
jured. When the patrol wagon with 
the injured man aboard passed 
Kingshighway boulevard and La- 
clede avenue, Patrolman Joseph 
Ketts, the signal officer, called Pa- 
trolman MHolloran, who accom- 
panied Collins to the City Hospital. 

Holloran could get no statement 
about the circumstances of the ac- 
cident from Collins, he told Mur- 
phy they had tried to get the names 
of witnesses, but could find no one 
who had seen the accident. Mur- 
phy said he believed there were no 
witnesses available and expressed 
the opinion that the policemen who 
worked on the accident had done 
all that could reasonably be ex- 
pected to find eyewitnesses to the 
accident. 


Putnam. This is a last-minute at- 
tempt with which they in their 
desperation are attempting to fool 
the public and to befog the issue.

If 
Mayor Latham was defeated Put- 
nam, the reformers’ candidate. 
would be in control, as the Mayor 
could swing the deciding vote. 


In vain the Latham sympathizers 
pointed out that, if the Chicago 
charge was true, why hadn't the 
wronged girl instituted criminal 
prosecution ? 


Both sides hauled voters to the 
polls. When it was over Putnam’s 
vote stood with a majority of 185. 
From this figure it was apparent 
that some of those who were al- 
leged to have signed the ouster 
petition changed their minds and 
voted for Latham, dividing the 
tewn almost evenly. 

“We would have won in a few 
more days,” said Latham yester- |: 
day. “I deny the Chicago story 
absolutely. I never saw the girl 
and don’t know anything about it. 
This was a klan and £ =anti-klan 
fight, with Democrats doing most 
of the fighting against me. They 
wanted jobs. That's all there was 
to this.”’ 

“This was not a klian or anti- 
klan fight,”’ said the Rev. Mr. Al- 
len, a statement in which Mayor 
Putnam joined. “It was merely 
the fight of the decent people of 
this town for honesty and morality 
in government. It was a fight for 
righteousness. We were tired of 
Latham’'s misrule.”’ 

As son as Mayor Putnam got in- 
to office he made a clean sweep 
of Latham’s appointees. He fired 
Chief of Police Harrelson and his 
force of three men. He fired the 
fire chief and all the firemen, the 
waterworks superintendent and all 
the waterworks crew, he fired the 
city clerk and everyone else, put- 
ting In men chosen by his faction. 
But isthe thing settled? Not in 
Fldorado! ‘The Democrats have 
won. still— . 

“The Citizens’ Protective League 
has organized to protect them- 
selves from those now in office,” 
said ex-Mayor Latham. “I under- 
stand it has more than 1000 mem- 
bers.”

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BUNDHOLDERS OF 
SUBURBAN FIRM IN 
DEMANDS ONU. R 


Committee Holds to Posi- 
tion It Is Ready to Take 
Over and Operate the 
Lines. 


Reorganization of the United 
Railways Co. will proceed as out- 
lined in a recently published plan 
without the participation of hold- 
ers of $6,500,000 Suburban bonds 
if their protective committee re- 
mains firm in its refusal to accept 
the proffered partial payment and 
extension of their securities. 

This position was taken yester- 
day in New York by Stanley 
Clarke, attorney and spokesman 

for the Reorganization Commit- 
tee, in reply to a telegram from 
the Post-Dispatch, and means that 
unless public officials intervene, a 
segregation of the 112 miles of 
Suburban properties from the 
United Railways will ensue. 
Clarke’s Statement. 

“We deem more than fair our 
offer to pay off $2,000,000 of the 
bonds immediately and retire 
$100,000 additional each year for 
10 years,” Clarke said. “The Sub- 
urban bondholders will be given an 
opportunity to deposit their securi- 
ties whether or not the committee 
representing them approves of it 
and their acceptance is a matter 
for them to determine.” 

The Suburban Bondholders’ 


Committee, of which Herman Sti- 
fel is chairman, said Friday that it 
was ready to take over and operate 
the Suburban lines if necessary to 
do so to protect its investment. It 
was stated that such a step would 
be taken with hesitancy because of 
a consideration for the public, but 
would become necessary if the Re- 
organization Committee offer did 
not guarantee the Suburban bonds. 
Court Adjudication Likely. 

It is regarded as likely that the 
position of the two parties will re- 
sult in a court adjudication of the 
matter, inasmuch as the city has 
consistently opposed a segregation 
of the properties which would 
carry with it an elimination of the 
universal transfer system. The 
State Public Service Commission 
undoubtedly will oppose any dis- 
memberment of the railway sys- 
tem. 

The Suburban properties include 
the present Hodiamont, Meramec 
and Kirkwood-Ferguson lines, that 
portion of the Manchester line west 
of Sarah street and parts of-the 
Union and Sarah street lines. 

The fly in the ointment at the 
present time lies In the fact that 
the reorganization plan does not 
make the new company obligor for 
the Suburban bonds. The plan, as 
stated by Clarke, provides that $2,- 
000,000 of the bonds be paid off 
immediately and that an additional 
$1,000,000 be paid off in jen years. 
The Suburban committee insists 
that the new company guarantee 
payment of principal and interest 
of the remaining $3,500,000 bonds. 
This it has declined to do, point- 
ing out, however, that any failure 
to pay interest would enable the 
bondholders to foreclose on the 
properties. The reorganization 
committee has assigned as a rea- 
son for its etand the fact that to 
become obligor on the bonds would 
place the Suburbans ahead of the 
preferred stock which St. Louis 
Transit Co. bond holders are re- 
ceiving in exchange for their 
bonds. It is asserted that the 
Transits now have a superior lien 
on all the property other than the 
Suburban lines,-and should not be 
forced to accept an arrangement 
under which the Suburban position 
would be senior. 


Others Accept Plan. 

All other security holders have 
accepted the new plan and the ac- 
tual work of reorganizing the com- 
pany was undertaken Friday when 
holders of the $9,790,000 Transit 
Co. bonds filed foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. The petition asked that 
all the property be sold in one par- 
cel, subject to the liens now otft- 
standing against it. 

Under the new plan 53,845 
shares of preferred stock will be 
issued, all to be held by Transit 
Co. bondholders, who will receive 
for each $1000 bend $300 in cash, 
56% shares of new preferred stock 
and the right to buy 10 shares of 
new common stock, totaling 97,900 
shares, at $12.50 per share. 

The total common stock will be 
352.645 shares, including those in 
the Transit trade 4nd 254,745 addi- 
tional shares, which will be alloted 
to holders of the present 163,830 
shares of preferred stock on the 
basis of 1% shares of new common 
and a $12.50 per share payment 
for each share of old preferred. 
The new company will raise $4,- 
400.000 In this wav. Present hold- 
ers of 249,130 shares of U. R. com- 
mon atock will be permitted to buy 
such new common stock as fs not 
subscribed by the Transit and pre- 
ferred stock Interests. 

The bonded indehtedness of the 
nresent company will be decreased 
from £53.290.000 to $42.800.000 hv 
the payment of receiver's certifi- 
cates. underlving bond« and trans- 
fer of the Transits... The new iIn- 
debtedness of the reorganized com-

policy in both domestic and inter- 
nalional affairs. The Democratic 
party will be solidified and 
strengthened, and the left-wing 
movement will be checked. If the 
Democratic party is defeated anda 
reactionary Republican Placed at 
the helm, the left wing will continue 
to gain, Democratic strength will 
be sapped, and in 1928 the battle 
will be between the two extremes 
of reaction and radicalism. 


La Follette Move Uncertain. 

For this reason the La Follette 
managers, if they cannot elect La 
Follette—and they do not expect to 
elect him—greatly prefer a Repub- 
lican to a Democratic victory. They 
are building for 1928. 

Can it therefore be considered 
certain that the La Follette votes 
in the Senate would be thrown to 
Bryan as against Dawes? Is it pos- 
sible that La Follette and his fol- 
lowers would seek to elect Dawes, 
who is anathema to them, in order 
that a sharp issue might be drawn 
between progressivism and reac- 
tion during the next four years. 

This, it seems to the writer, ig a 
contingency that must be reckoned 
with. 

Thonghtful Democrats know the 
danger that confronts the party. 
And they see this danger as men- 
acing not only the party, but the 
whole cause of sane liberalism. 
particularly that liberalism that 
would lead this country into its 
Proper relationship with the rest 
of the world. At one extreme in 
the contest is Coolidge, represent- 
ing reaction in domestic affairs 
and a “bootlegging” participation 
in foreign affairs. At the other 
extreme is La Follette, with a rad- 
ical program that looks toward 

new and more powerful bureau- 
cracy in government, and that of- 
fers no hope of any improvement 
in our foreign relations. Between 
the two extremes is the Demo- 
cratic party, with a liberal leader 
and a program of progress. 

Danger in Radicalism. 

The Democratic party in this 
analysis, is seen as a balance wheel. 
Its preservation is regarded as vita] 
to the cause of orderly progress. 
Defeat it in this election, and its 
counsels of moderation will be lost 
in the growing storm of radical 
protest against the Republicanism 
of Dawes and Coolidge.

Roughly, that is the line of argu- 
ment that the Democrats are trying 
to get before the country in opposi- 
iion to Republican propaganda tha* 
a vote for Coolidge is a vote for 
“safety.” <A vote for Coolidge, they 
contend, \s a vote for chaos. 

Failing a Davis majority in the 
Electoral College, they would 
welcome the chance to get a “de- 
cision on points” in the House. 
They Know, however, that the 
“knockout” is the only sure meth- 
od, and that is what they are striv- 
i1.g for with redoubled vizor as tha 
campaign draws to a close. 

Among observers who are not 
wedded to the belief, or the pro- 
fession of belief, that Coolidge is 
bound to win, the chance of an 
electoral college deadlock is never 
lightly dismissed. 

The Possibilities. 

Much that is confusing has been 
said on this subject. Reduced to 
the simplest possible 4erms, the sit- 
uation is this: Davis will get the 
votes that Cox got in 1920, number- 
ing 127. He has good reason to 
expect the votes of the five border 
states of Maryland, Missouri, Ten- 
nessee, Oklahoma and West Vir- 
ginia, numbering 56—a total of 


183 votes. If Davis gets none but 
these, 
will throw the election 
House. If La Follette gets 83, then 
Davis need not carry Arizona or 
Colorado, or Indiana, or New Jer- 
sey, or New York, or any other 
doubtful state. 

By so much as Davis may be 
able to swell his total in the doubt- 
ful territory, by just so much he 
may reduce the la Follette total 
that Is required for a deadlock. If 
Davis carries Indiana, with 15 
votes, a total of 68 for La Follette 
will turn the trick. If Davis car- 
ries New York, with 45 votes, the 
election will be thrown into the 
House if La Follette gets 38 
votes. 

La Follette will get 84 votes if 
he carries Wisconsin, with 13; 
Minnesota, 12; North Dakota, 5: 
South Dakota, 5; Montana, 4; 
Iowa, 13; Nebraska, 8; California, 
13; Idaho, 4, and Washington, 7. 

If Davis gets his fairly certain 
minimum of 183 votes, and carries 
only New York in addition, the 
election will go into the House if 
La Follette carries Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, North Dakota and Nebras- 
Ka. 
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bonds, $4,500,000 Suburbans and a 
new $8,000,000 issue to be author- 
ized. 

The entire plan is based on the 
assumption that the new company 
will be permitted by the State 
Public Service Commission to earn 
T per cent on a $57,200,000 valua- 
tion.

President Keeps ‘‘Umps” Waiting. 

“Tt wonder who this Coolidge 
thinks he is?" said a baseball re- 
porter earnestly. “He's keeping 
Tommy Connolly waiting.” 

But presently Marines and 
soldiers marched across the field, 
the band played, the players stood 
at attention and Mr. Coolidge pre- 
pared to throw out the first ball. 
Republican newspapers will deny 
that he was nervous about the or- 
deal, but the fact remains that he 
made a bad throw.

As the game began & 
young giant named Freddy Lind- 
strom stepped up to the plate and 
it was interesting to realize that 
on the afternoon Walter Johnson 
pitched his first big league game, 
some 18 years ago, Freddy Lind- 
strom cried for fiv® hours because 
of a combination of colic and 
teething. Johnson has pitched un- 
der the big tent for 18 years and 
Lindstrom has been in the world 
precisely the same length of time. 
Victory Snatched From Johnson. 

If the dramatic proprieties were 
faithfully observed in life, of 
course, Johnson would have won. 
And as it happened fact lagged 
behind fiction by just about one 
foot. In the seventh inning John- 
eon came to bat, with two Wash- 
ington runners on base, and met the 
hall fair and square with a full 
sewing. It sailed away on a line 
headed directly for deep right cen- 
ter field where the doubles and 
triples grow. Frank Frisch leaped 
high in the air and caught that 
liner. It would: have scored two 
runs and brought victory to Wal- 
ter Johnson.

A bronze medal for the most 
meritorious amateur exhibition in 
the second annual Dahlia Show, 


which opened yesterday at Shaw's 
Garden and will be open. this after- 
noon and tomorrow, was awarded 
to E. H. Johanning, who also won 
eight blue ribbons in class compe- 
tition. 

This medal and the silver medal 
in the commercial section, which 
was awarded to the Missouri 
Dahlia Farms, winner of nine blue 
ribbons, were offered by the Amer- 
ican Dahlia Society and were the 
highest awards in the show. They 
were awarded to the same contest- 
ants in the Dahlia Show last year. 

Contrary to this indication, how- 
ever, the territory from which en- 
tries were made was considerably 
extended this season. Blooms from 
distant parts of this section were 
still arriving yesterday afternoon, 
too late for competition, and the 
first prize for the amateur seedling 
wag won by J. C. Roach of Girard, 
lll., whose entry was a blossom of 
the large, showy type in a velvety 
dark red. 

One Bloom te a Vase. 

Johanning won the bronze medal 
on his exhibition of 10 large varie- 
ties, one bloom to a vase. His was 
adjudged the best basket arrange- 
ment, a tall basket of deep mauve 
blossoms; the best collarette, «4 
single row of petals with deep red 
stains fading into soft yellow; the 
best pompon, a crimson, rounded 
blossom with tte yellow heart 
showing through; the best of the 
single type, a large, dull red blos- 
som; the best of the show variety, 
red with a golden heart: and the 
best vase of 10 blooms, all huge, 
with curling petals of a dull red. 

Eugene H. Angert's “Milton Ed- 
wards,” a large reddish blossom 
with overtones of yellow, was ad- 
judged best of the cactus variety. 
A special class for the cactus hy- 
brid was created for the brilliant 
white “Break of Day” entered by 
Edward F. Nolte of Webster 
Groves. Angert’s yellow “Blberson 
Reauty” took first prize among 
the peony-flowered. Nolte won a 
blue ribbon for the best vase of 
five blossoms with five huge russet 
and golden “Sampsons.” Mra. J. 
F. Shoemaker of Clayton had the 
best collection of five varieties, 
with blossoms of the larger types 
in the lighter colors. 

These seven distinct types, rang- 
ing through every color except blue 
from pure white to a red which Is 
almost black, were developed, like 
the chrysanthemum, from a single 
unpretentious and unvarying type.

Brakeman Reports Loiterer 
at Point Where Crash Oc- 
curred Tried to Strike 
Him With Crowbar. 


SWITCH LOCK 
WAS SAWED OFF 


Locomotive Engineer Was 
Killed and the Fireman 
and Nine Passengers In- 
jured in Smashup. 


Having established that the Bal- 


timore & Ohio fast St. Louis-Cin- 
cinnati train No. 12 was wrecked 
Friday night by someone who ma- 
liciously sawed off a° lock and 
Opened a switch on the main line 
near Aviston, Ill., railroad detec- 
tives and a Sheriff's posse cen- 
tered their search yesterday for a 
negro under suspicion. As told in 
yesterday's Post-Dispatch, the lo- 
comotive engineer was killed and 
the fireman and nine passengers 
were injured. 

In the afternoon a negro was ar- 
rested and taken to the Clinton 
County courthouse for questioning. 
He denied knowledge of the wreck, 
but he is said to answer descrip- 
tions of the negro suspected. 

A number of St. Loutsans en 
route to witness the Pulitzer air 
race at Dayton yesterday, were in 
@ special car which was not de- 
railed. With other uninjured pas- 
sengers they assisted the injured 
and quieted hysterical women and 
children. The wreck made it im- 
possible for them to arrive in Day- 
ton in time to see the Pulitzer race, 
go they returned to St. Louis. 

Negro Brandished Crowbar. 

The wreck occurred at 10:47 
o'clock, a mile west of Aviston. A 
brakeman, who got off at that 
point at 9:30 to throw the switch 
for another train, reported a negro 
loiterer attempted to strike him 
with a crowbar for no apparent 
reason. Another report, not veri- 
fied, was that a negro engaged in 
an altercation with a brakeman on 
No. 12 and threatened to “get” 
him. 

The locomotive, tender and‘ 
eight of the 11 steel cars weré de- 
railed when the train, traveling 
about 50 miles an hour, struck the 
open switch. The locomotive, 
tender and baggage cars over- 
turned and scraped against one 
side of a cut through which the 
train was passing. Two Pullmans 
and the special car in the rear re- 
mained on the track. 

The engineer, Carl Van Allman, 
45 years old, of Washington, Ind., 
was crushed between the engine 
and tender and died of a skull 
fracture. The fireman, Lon Purcell, 
81. of Washington. Ind., is in St. 
Mary's Hospital, East St. Louls, 
with serious injuries.

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Opening Campaign in Ohio, 
He Declares Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber Act Is Successful 
Revenue Producer.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 4.—Re- 

viewing the accomplishments of 
the Republican administration and 
stressing the ‘‘common sense” pol- 
icies of President Calvin Coolidge, 
Charles Evans Hughes, Secretary 
of State, formally opened the Re- 
publican Ohio presidential cam- 
paign here tonight with an address 
to an audienge which nearly filled 
Emery Auditorium. It seats 2200. 
In deploring the activities of the 
independent political campaign 
orators, Secretary Hughes deviated 
from his prepared address when he 
said: 
“IT have no patience with any 
campaign orator who tries to make 
one set of persons believe the other 
group a set of rascals.”’ 

“Whatever may be the subject 
of campaign speakers,”’ the Secre- 
tary declared, “there is really one 
issue in this campaign and that is 
—shall the administration of Cal- 
vin Coolidge be continued? 

“The average man, who is not 
interested in the tactics of the 
campaign, says to himself and to 
his neighbor—why should there be 
a change?” 

Taking up first the arguments of 
“our historic opponents of the 
Democratic party.”’ Hughes dis- 
cussed fundamental principles of 
American government. 

“Does it occur to our friends 
that if the question is one of 
Americanism, you could not find 
in the length and bres2cth of the 
land a more typica! American than 
Calvin Coolidge?” he asked. ‘“‘Cal- 
vin Coolidge incarnates American- 
ism. There could be no better- 
ment in change.” 

It was “equally vain’ to seek an 

issue in common honesty, Hughes 
declared. 
“Fortunately, honesty is com- 
mon,’ he added. “It is common to 
both parties, because it is common 
to Americans. It is not the spe-, 
cial quality of any party. 

Detest Political Corruption. 
‘We detest political corruption 
and we demand the punishment of 
the guilty. The Republican who 
soils his hands in corrupt deal- 
ing is as treacherous to his party 
as to his country. Every demand 
of justice is being met and every 
trust of the Government is being 
safeguarded. No guilty person is 
being protected. Every guilty per- 
son will get his just deserts ac- 
cording to the law of the land.” 

The speaker decried, however, 
“our opponents swiftly shifting to 
general denunciation, mingling the 
innocent with the guilty in dia- 
tribes which are the last resort of 
desperate partisanship.” 

“There are no dividends for hon- 
est men in sweeping denuncia- 
tions,” he said. “This lesson should 
be taken to heart by our Demo- 
cratic friends. Indiscriminate de- 
nunciation might serve as a parti- 
san policy if you could monopolize 
it. But while the Democrats are 
damning us, they are in turn 
damned. While denouncing the 
Republican party as the servant of 
privilege, they are themselves de- 
nounced as the tools of Wall street, 
the supple. experienced § instru- 
ments of predatory wealth. 

“It is the open season for reck- 
lesa attacks upon character. The 
Democrats assail the Republicans 
and the third party pours out its 
vials of wrath and condemnation 
upon both. When it comes to in- 
dicting a whole nation, the third 
party has the best of it. But we 
not only have common honesty in 
this country: we have a sense of 
humor.” 

From these matters, Hughes said 
he would turr to “more substantia! 
issues.” He took up first the need 
of economy in government, citing 
figures to show that since June, 
1921, “a reduction in the annua! 
coast of government of $2,041,000,- 
000."’ 

| Reduced Expenditures. 
Replying to Democratic argu- 
| ments that release from war ex- 
| penditures accounted for this situ- 
ation, Hughes said that “even on 
the statement of our opponents 
there would be left over a billion 
dollars of reduction in expendi- 
tures,”’ not to be accounted for in 
that way. 

“How was this done?” he de- 
manded. “It has been done by up- 
right, courageous and determined 
executives in the face of the great- 
est of difficulties. 

Hughes insisted that credit for 
tax reductions belonged to the Re- 
publican administration because it 
“reduced expensee and made tax 
reduction possible.’ He denied that 
credit was due those ‘“‘who blocked 
more adequate tax reform.” 

Passing on to the tariff, the Sec- 
retary deecribed the present law as 
“a highly suocessful revenue pro- 
ducer, yielding more than any pre- 
vious tariff.’ adding that at the 
same time “‘‘contrary to the proph- 
esies of our opponents, our Ameri- 
can foreign trade had notably in- 
creased.” 

Questions of particular tariff 
schedules were not to be settled in 
a campaign or avoided by “having 
a Democratic tariff,” Hugher said. 

“The fundamental question is 
whether you are going to adhere to 
the principle 6f protection.” he 
continued. “We favor a protective 
tariff, not to give privilege to a 
class but to promote the genera! 
prosperity. The Democratic project 
of rewriting the tariff law means 
uncertain and confusion.”

‘Unfortunately. we became in- 
volved in a bitter controversy in 
connection with the peace settle- 
ment after the great war. Efforts 
to promote peace in which our peo- 
ple have a profound and abiding 
interest were, as I think, unreces- 
sarily liaked with commitments 
foreign to our institutions. 

“As a result of this controversy, 
the Republican administration had 
an inheritance of difficulties. To 
surmount them, to safeguard the 
interests of our nationals. to keep 
from being embroiled in foreign 
quarrels and rivalries to be helpful!

At least, it struck the correspond-eton in the 


ent as very odd indeed the first evening he 
talked with them. On the Bennett front 
porch one is inclined to place the word -“‘al- 
legea” before each mention of the murder, 
moved not by fear or diplomacy, but by gen- 
uine doubt. This solid, prosptrous appearing 
business type of man and the woman ac- 
cused as his confederate seem so far away 
from plottings and bloodshed. That they 
could have had any connection with a grew- 
some, ghastly slaying seems unbelievable, 
weird. You shake hands with them and feel 
a pressure that is frank; you return their 
smiles without distrust; you hear their talk 
and it rings true. 


They Discuss the Charges Frankly 


Yet—there is the story. 

It is given to you soon, this story. It is 
told in a few words and the sinister ugliness 
of it escapes, or is lost in the shadows of 
the porch, the gentle rustling of the trees 
around the house, the calmness of the very 
words that tell it. : 

“We weren't prepared for this thing,” Ben- 
nett said. ‘“‘The officers came down here 
from Chattanooga one day and told us thata 
skeleton had been found under the floor of 
the basement in the “house where we used 
to live.” 

Then Mrs. Bennett added: 

“They say it is Aunt Gussie’s skeleton and 
that we murdered her.” 


A skeleton is found one day. in Chat- 


tanooga and the Bennetts of Rome, Ga., 
are arrested. An ugly whisper sweeps 


up Second avenue. The fabled family skel- 


closet: becomes a reality. 


“Our friends have stayed by us,” put in 
Mrs. Bennett from the porch swing. 

“Yes, they have,”’ her husband conceded. 

The feeling of the town crowded in upon 
their words. It was clear that it comforted 
them to believe that Rome and its people had 
not changed color since the indictments. Some 
towns and some people might have been a lit- 
tle worked up over a murder mystery. But 
one could not imagine Rome being stirred 
by mere scandal. There is an ivy-grown 
age to its church towers; an historic air in 
the statues to the women of the Confederacy 
on Broadway, a quiet sanctity to the hillside 
cemetery which overlooks the town that prom- 
ises a mellowed gentleness. In Rome, Ga., 
one believes, even culprits might find loyalty 
to the last. 


How His Railroad Stands by Him 


“Mr. Bennett is division freight agent of 
the Southern Railroad here,” said Mrs. Ben- 
nett. ‘“‘When this thing came out the rail- 
road published a notice in the local paper 
saying that it had granted my husband an in- 
definite leave of absence on full salary 30 
that he could devote all his time to defendinz 
his good name.” 

George, one of the Bennetts’ two grown 
sons, joined his parents at this juncture. 

“Our friends have been real friends,”’ he 
supplemented. “When dad and mother 
were at Chattanooga, more than 50 of their 
friends there called on them, and sent mother 
flowers and telegrams. She had more flow- 
ers than she could carry home.”’ 

Questioned further, Bennett said that the 
Southern Railroad’s division attorneys, the 
firm of Phillips, Allison & Lynch, at Chat- 
tanooga, is handling his case. He has been 
with the road for 33 years in one capacity or 
another. George Bennett also is employed 
by the Southern. The other son, William 
Jr., is cashier of a furniture factory at Rome. 

The Bennetts are not alone, then, in their 
fight to clear up this murder mystery—if in- 
deed it is a murder—in which they are in- 
volved. Their neighbors in Rome, they say, 
and the correspondent heard ethers say, can- 
not believe them guilty. 


Augusta Hoffman's Disappearance 


Bennett's chief at Chattanooga took up the 
case with high officials of the Southern at 
New York, and orders came to give him aii 
in every legitimate way. He is a Mason and 
a church member. His standing in Rome up 
to the time of the murder indictment several 
weeks ago was unimpeachable, and towns- 
men say public opinion in the town has not 
altered since. 

So much for the accused persons and their 
neighbors and their friends. What of the 


mystery? er * itt Specioe 


“Augusta Hoffman was my mother’s sis- 
ter,’’ Bennett related. “She lived with us in 
Chattanooga. In 1915 she left our home, 
saying that she was going to. Knoxville and 
marry a man there named Brown, She wa; 
always very secretive about her private af- 
fairs. We demurred at her decision, and 
there was a definite break between Aunt Gus- 
sie and me when she left. My mother lived 
with us also, and it was to her that Aunt Gus- 
sie wrote after she left. 

“My mother got letters from her from 
Knoxville, Washington, New York and Cleve- 
land during the next year. She received also 
a postal card from Santa Cruz, Cal., signed 
by this man Brown, in which he said that 
Aunt Gussie was well. My mother died in 
1916, and, after her death, we never heard 
from Aunt Gussie again. We supposed she 
still felt piqued at us. Anyway, it was a lost 
trail. 

“During the next years we made efforts to 
locate her, but, supposing neither that she 
was in want nor had met with foul play, did 
not go to the police. That’s all we know. 
We didn't hear any more about her until the 
discovery of this skeleton. 

“When the detectives came down here we 
gladly volunteered to return to Chattanooga 
and aid in clearing up the mystery. Then 
they arrested us.”’ 

The Bennetts added that since their indict- 
ment they have developed other points in de- 
fense, but are not at liberty to disclose them 
for fear of weakening their case. 

From the Rome (Ga.) viewpoint, from 
meeting the Bennetts and their friends, the 
case appears incredible. 

“What would those people want to kill an 
old woman for?” the citizens of Rome ask. 

“‘Are they sure it is Miss Hoffman's skele- 
ton?”’ 

‘“‘Aren’t those Chattanooga police just try- 
ing to explain away their own  bewilder- 
ment?” 

“The Bennetts have always been thought 
well of here.” All the talk here is like this. 


The Other Side of the Story 


But at Chattanooga, where District Attor- 
ney-General George Chamlee and Chief of 
Detectives W. H. Hackett are getting evi- 
dence together, the story takes a diametrical- 
ly opposite turn. These authorities have 
pieced together a circumstantial case, which 
if it has weak points here and there, was suf- 
ficient to convince a grand jury. Since then, 
other evidence has been added so that Cham- 
lee told‘the correspondent there is no likeli- 
hood of a dismissal. The trial will come this 
month, it is expected. 

Miss Augusta Hoffman appears to have 
been a pathetic old woman, living as a 
boarder with her sister, Nancy Bennett, and 


her nephew, William, at No. 15 Bluff View. 


She had a little property in Knoxville and 
$1300 in the Knoxville Bank and Trust Co. 
This bank failed and she was being paid her 
money in installments during the liquidation. 
This money was not sufficient, so she did 
needlework for Mrs. Mollie McGraw, a dress- 
maker. Once in a while she would make a 
dress for Mrs. J. S. Hunt, who owned No. 15 
Bluff View and lived next door at No. 13. 
No one bothered much about Miss Hoffman. 
She lingered from a passing generation wita 
only sisters and one brother, widely scat- 
tered, to rely on for interest and sympathy. 
The neighbors in Chattanooga were all South- 
erners. The Bennetts and Miss Hoffman 
were from Pennsylvania. Southerners, in a 
good residence district such as Bluff View, 
are slow to make friends with Yankees. 
One day, in 1915, Miss Hoffman dis- 
appeared. She did not tell Mrs. McGraw she 
was going any place. In fact, her week’s pay 
as a seamstress was still in Mrs. McGraw’s 
purse. She did not tell Mrs. Hunt she was 


leaving. She had disappeared and that was all. 


Reported Visiting in the North 


Mrs. McGraw asked the elder Mrs. Ben- 
nett where her sister had gone. 

“She's visiting in the North,’”’ was the re- 
ply. 

Later the Bennetts explained to Mrs. Hunt 
that Miss Hoffman had gone to Knvxville to 
get married. -The landlady expressed sur- 
prise that a woman 60 years old would so 
quickly make up her mind to take such a 
step, but it was disinterested surprise. No 
one really cared about old Miss Hoffman. 

In 1917 William Bennett and his family 
moved from Chattanooga to Knoxville. His 
mother had died. It was not noticed that in 
printing the announcement of her funeral the 
Bennetts had neglected to place Miss Hoff- 
man’s name gemong the surviving sisters. The 
notice as displayed in the Chattanooga Times 
was as follows: 


“Mrs. Nancy bennett, aged 84, died at the 
home of her son, W. H. Bennett, division 
freight agent of the Southern Railroad at 
Chattanooga, 15 Bluff View, yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock, after a short flinmess. She 
is survived by her son, one brother, P. R. 
Hoffman of Williamsport, Pa., and four sis- 
ters, Mrs. J. C. Fry and Mrs. H. lL. Ely of 
Williamsport, Mrs. Clara Parker of State 
College, Pa, and Mrs. E. D. Dimmock of Chil- 


licothe, Mo.” 

No mention of Sister Augusta Hoffman. 
The State now contends that the Bennetts 
knew Miss Hoffman was dead, or they would 
have named her in the notice. 

At any rate, the Bennetts left Chattanooga, 
and for nine years no one thought about Miss 
Hoffman. The home at 15 Bluff View was 
rented to other tenants. The Bennetts’ stay

in Chattanooga seemed like the stay of any 
other family. They were there and they lett, 
and that was all. 

Then, last July Mrs. Hunt decided to have 
workmen take up the wooden floor of the 
basement of No. 15 Bluff View. Half of it 
aJready had been removed for installation of 
a furnace. The carpenters, who went down 
to do the work, were careless. They decided 
that the boards were rotten and not worth 
saving, so they hacked and pulled away. One 
workman’s' hammer sank through to the dirt 
beneath the floor and pulled up a bone. 

“That's funny,” he said. 

They dug around some more and then care- 
fully uncovered a shallow grave, In the 
grave lay a skeleton. Of its, clothing only 
the shoes were left. Shoes and a pair of 
spectacles and false teeth grinning eerily 
from the skull. 

The police were summoned. At first, they 
did not see much of a case in ft. The bones 
looked old. There seemed to be so few marks 
of identification. But newspaper reporters 
began questioning Mrs. Hunt, the owner. 

“You know,” she eaild, “now that you speak 
of it, there was an old lady here one tinie 
who disappeared suddenly. We were told 
she went away to get married.” 

Thus it came about that the police decided 
that Miss Augusta Hoffman had not gone 
away at all. That she had slept all these 
years under the basement floor. 

Mrs. Hunt remembered something else. 

“7 noticed a peculiar odor about this house 
just after the Bennetts told me Miss Hoft- 
man had left,” she told the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. “It wasn’t like anything you could 
think of. I didn’t say anything about it’"—— 

“Didn't the Bennetts seem to notice?” 

“No, they didn’t. That's why I kept quiet. 
I thought that as long as they didn’t com- 


plain, I wouldn't.” 

Several weeks were spent In trying to 
identify the skeleton. The State's investi- 
gators developed the following points: 

Miss Hoffman's sisters said that she had 
very thick ankles and wore button shoes, 
with the buttons set over to give more room, 
The shoes found with the skeleton were but- 
ton shoes, the buttons had been set over and 
the soles and heels were worn in a manner 
which the dead woman's sisters declared was 
characteristic of her.

YOUTH KILLS LAWYER TO PREVENT HIM FROM TAKING FAMILY SKELETON'TO COURT.

| PORTABLE HIGHWAY 
BEING BUILT FOR USE 
ACROSS DEATH VALLEY 


A PORTABLE highway is be- 
being built on order of the 
California Highway Commis- 
sion for use across the shifting 
Sands of Death Valley. 

For years highways of vari- 
OUs materials have been tried 
across the desert, but without 
success. When the heat of the 
desert sun did not crack the 
surface, the shifting sands 
would cover the roadbed over- 
night. 

This new “portable highway” 
is to be five miles in length and 
constructed of redwood blocks 
and timbers. After the pleces 
have been fashioned they will 
be taken to the desert and fas- 
tened together with bolts. The 
timbers are to be laid flat upon 
the sand. 

On each side of this wooden 
roadbed will be eyebolts. When 
a storm covers the planks with 
sand, a tractor will be sent out. 
Hooks hanging from a crane 
will be fitted into the eyebolts 
and a section of the highway 
lifted into the air. The entire 
highway can be gone over in 
this manner and _ cleared of 
sand within a few hours.

One of the most famous coaches 
in the world is that of the royal 
family of spain. This coach is ex- 
quisitely carved and inlaid with 
mother of pearl—which rather lim- 
ite quanity production. Is was 
used at the royal wedding in Spain 
in 1906. when King Alfonso es- 
poused an English princess. 

In our own country, the devel- 
opment of the vehicle is also inter- 
esting. A few private coaches i 
peared late in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, made In large towns and for | 
town use only, due to the poor cons 
dition of the roads. Most of these 
coaches followed European concep- 
tions. The bodies were usually 
made of wood or leather and 
painted in vivid colors. 

It is interesting to note that 
nearly all early coach work had 
large wheels in the rear and small- 
'er ones in front, the latter to en- 
able easier turning in narrow roads. 
The early automobiles were con- 
|structed in the same manner and 
for many seasons American and 
foreign cars were built with two- 
sized wheels, the larger in the rear 
and the smaller in the front.

Mellon Company Gets Indian Lease 


HE determined efforts made by former Secretary of the In- 
terior Albert B. Fall to throw open the great Navajo Indian 
reservation to private oil companies following the discovery 
of oil there, are just coming to light. 

A recent article in the Post-Dispatch told how Fall reversed 
the established policy of the Government by issuing permits to 
oll prospectors, to be followed by leases, upon oil lands in the 
Navajo reservation in Utah and Arizona. 

In a suit seeking to cancel the permits, Attorney-General Stone 
now charges that the permits are illegal. 
upon the portion of the reservation which was established by 
executive order under which Fall ruled the Indians had no sub- 


The following article goes into another phase of thé invasion. 
It tells how leases were granted upon a portion of the reserva- 


dians clearly hold the mineral as well as the surface rights, after 
Fall had carried out a political and administrative reorganization 
of the entire tribe, which reorganization took the granting of the 
leases out of the hands of the Indians, and placed it in the hands 
of a commissioner appointed by Fall. 

Under the new order, a choice lease was bought at public auc- 
tion by interests headed by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
after a lease granted to another company by the Indians on the 
same tract had been disapproved by the Interior Department. 


They were granted 


by treaty, under which the In- 


dence of ever having a real value. 

Though there has been some 
legal question as to the exact rights 
of the Indians on land set aside for 
their use by executive order, there 
never has been any question that 
on treaty land the Indians had un- 
disputed possession forever and 
owned the oil and mineral rights. 
In case of leases, all rentals and 
royalties are used for the benefit 
of the Indians after administra- 
tive expenses are deducted. 

In its internal affairs the tribe 
was left by the Government to 
shift pretty much for itself, though 
it has been subject to supervision 
by the Bureau of Indian Affairs in 
the Department of the Interior, 


asked for two leases, promising 
that the Indians would be em- 
ployed at good wages, that they 
would receive a royalty of 12% per 
cent of all oli taken out, and that 
they would have the benefit of 
water encountered in the wells. 
The promise of the water had the 
controlling influence over the In- 
dians. They knew little about oil, 
but they did know that water 
would mean better grazing land 
for their sheep. They could see 
that water meant money to them. 
They were not so certain about the 
oil. 

They voted the Producers and 
Refiners leases, and then refused 
to hear the other 19 applicanis for 
leasing, shouting, “Cuddy, Cuddy,” 
when the other applicants sought 
to present their arguments. “Cud- 
dy.”’ in the Navajo language, means 
‘that’s all” or “no more.” 

Start Drilling Immediately. 

With the knowledge that the

Fall Sends New Official. 

Secretary Fall retired from the 
department in March, and the 
Producers and Refiners renewed be- 
fore Secretary Work its efforts 
to obtain approval of its leases, 
but again it failed, the leases 
being finally disapproved April 23, 
1923. 

While Secretary Fall was in of- 
fice the fight for possession of 
Navajo leases had appeared to be 
principally one by the Midwest, or 
Standard O!] interest. During that 
time the Mellon interests did not 
appear concerned with the Navajo 
development. There has been no 
suggestion that the scheme worked 
out by Fall had in it at the time 
any idea of benefit for the Mellon 
interests. Its chief points was that 
under it the wishes of the Indians 
in the matter of who should have 
leases on their property were not 
to be consulted, and thelr enmity 
toward the Midwest, or Standard, 
interests would ne longer act as 
a bar to the Midwest ambition. 

The effect of the new plan wae 
to deny the Producers and Refiners 
its lease and to take from the In- 
dians their direct method of gov- 
ernment, substituting a representa- 
tive Government, under which each 
of the six superintendencies would 
be entitled to one representative in 
a newly created Navajo Tribal 
Council. This council would have 
the first decision as to oll leases un- 
der the direct control of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

As a part of his plan, Fall creat- 
ed the office of Commissioner to 
the Navajo Tribe, to which he ap- 
pointed H. J. Hagerman, formerly 
territorial Governor of New Mexico, 
an appointment which occasioned 
considerable surprise in New Mexi- 
co because Fall and Hagerman had 
not been particularly friendly. In 
fact, it was generally believed in 
New Mexico that Fall was the in- 
fluence which caused Hagerman's 
removal from the office of Gov- 
ernor by President Roosevelt in 
1907. 

The new job brought to Hager- 
man the duty of general supervi- 
sion of the affairs of the six Navajo 
superintendencies. 

The Indians of the San Juan su- 
perintendency objected vigorously 
to Fall's scheme, and were repre- 
sented in their objections by their 
superintendent, Estep, who, toe hie 
subsequent undoing, fought the 
Fall plan when it was presented to 
the Indians at a concil. Estep'’s ob- 
jections were: 

(1). That Fall sought fo take 
from the San Juan Indians the 
control over their own lands 
and transfer it to a council, the 
majority of members of which 
were from other superintenden- 
cles. He argued that the oll was 
in the San Juan superintendency 
and that those Indians were en- 
titled to ite benefits just the 
same as they would be entitled 
to the benefits of better grazing 
land than the other superintend- 
encies had. 

(2). That Fall's plan proposed 
to deprive the San Juan Indians 


of rightful representation in the 
Proposed council, in that it gave 
each superintendency one dele- 


gate irrespective of population. © 


Estep pointed out that there were 
about 7000 Indians in the San 
Juan jurisdiction, and only a few 
hundred in some of the others, 
yet the few hundred would have 
the same representation as the 
7000. 

(3). That Fall in his order 
creating the council had retained 
to himself the right to remove 
any delegate at any time. This, 
Estep contended, would make 
the delegates directly subservient 
to the will of the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

Notwithstanding these objections 


Fall put into effect his order Jan. 
27, 1923. 
Dismissal for Estep. 

Estep, by his activities, had made 
virtually certain his removal from 
the Indian service. He had op- 
posed the Midwest and he had op- 
posed Fall's scheme. It was not 
difficult In a government of bu- 
reaucratic red tape regulations to 
find a technical charge to place 
against Rim. 

A search through the files of 
the Indian service produced a tele- 
gram signed by Estep which was 
classed as an irregularity sufficient 
to justify his removal. The tele- 
gram was one sent by Estep from 
Los Angeles to an employe in the 
agency at Shiprock, who had wired 


him for permission to use Govern- 
ment funds to buy certain automo- 
bile equipment. Estep's reply was 
a refusal of the pernssion sought, 
and a direction that the funds on 
hand should be used to buy food 
and clothing for the Indians. He 
concluded the telegram with & 
statement to the effect that all the 
money should be used for that pur- 


priation should be permitted to 
lapse. The latter instruction was 
the offense. Estep was removed 
in July, 1923. 

Information of the action to be 
taken was rumored over the agen- 
cy and aroused the Indians, who 
looked upon Estep with great fa-

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Facts and Theories About Your Heal 


HE one topic of universal interest is 
health—our own health and that of 
our family circle, friends and wealthy 
uncles. As a subject of conversation it 
even outsrtips the weather and the 
neighbors. Matters pertaining to health 
should be heeded by the whole world, 
since everybody has health, good, bad or indifferent. 

Upon this page are some of the more important 
contributions, in layman's language, to recent health 
discussion. Some are facts and others theories, all 
presented for consideration by the average reader. 
Not only is the language simple, but so are most of 
the subjects—plaim, everyday thiegr like the proper 
way to eat fruit. 

“What can be said about the manner in which 
people eat fruit?” the reader may inquire. The 
question was foreseen by Philip M. Levell. N. D., 
of Los Angeles, when he selected this matter for dis- 
cussion. Says Dr. Lovell: 

“Eating is eating, you think to ycurself, and 
certainly there is no art in that. Ye I say that not 
more than one in tem knows how te get the most out 
of the wonde?fful fruit produced in California. 

“I shall give you some illustrations. 

“Observe the average man eating a peach. 

“He carefully peels and then eats ft Peaches, 
plums, figs and all other fruits with edible sBins 
should be eaten with the skin on. It is sufficient 
to merely wash them in running cold water in order 
to remove the dirt. 

“When the skin is inedible, mature tells us in 
unmistakable terms. The bitter skip ef the orange 
and the distasteful skin of the banana are some il- 
lustrations. 

“IT have seen mothers go to great pains to remove 
the skin from grapes. The argument was

“Sauerkraut is one of the most valuable and 
wholesome foods available. The old Dutchman who 
kept ‘chust a leedle bit—case o’ sickness’ had the 
right idea.” 

Then there is a new slant upon the ratio between 
height and weight which is watched so earefully by 
many people who pay due regard to their health. 
This contribution is from Edward B. Warman, an- 
other health expert of California, who. declares: 

“In the table of weights and measurements, as 
usually given, I note a discrepancy. As a rule the 
standing height seems to be the criterion; whereas, 
the sitting height is the better guide. 

“This is especially true as regards longevity. To 
illustrate: Two men sat side by side; one of them 
measured 37 inches from the bottom of the chair to 
the top of the head; the ether, only 34 inches; yet 
their standing height was the same—5 feet 7 inches. 
The weights of these men should not be the same be- 
eause they were of the same standing height. 

“To further filustrate, take my own case. I

Furthermore, I have the same other measurements 
as a man of that height.

Dr. Lovell also writes pithily about headaches, and 
suggests relief for those of the nervous variety in 
the following words: 

“As I have stated before, headache is but a symp- 
tom, not a disease. 

“All nerves lead to the brain. 

“If inflammatory or irritational conditions exist 
in the bedy tissues or in the blood stream, the sense 
of pain may be imparted to the nerve throughout its 
length or at its terminal point in the brain. 

“Besides this inflammatory and irritational type 
of headache, there is still another of a well recog- 
nized form. That is the nervous headache due to 
worry, fear, discord and unhappiness. For this 
kind of headache one can secure splendid relief by 
observing the following technique. 

“Sit on a chair and have someone stand behind 
you. With thumb and middle finger of the right 
hand, let the operator press upon the nerves one 
inch to the right and left of the spinal mid-line. 

“The operator should count the interspace be- 
tween the third and fourth vertebrae of the neck. 
This, in most adults, will be about two and one- 
half inches below the point where the skull com- 
mences. 

“With thumb and middle finger, apply gradually, 
increasing pressure until fairly strong force is used. 

“With the left hand let the operator hold the 
forehead of the person having the headache. A 
gentle pressure should be applied here. In a few 

. minutes the operator will feed the arteries of the 
temples subside in their throbbing. 

‘Four or five minutes of this heck pressure, prop- 
erly applied, will invariably give relief to the worst 
types of nervous headaches. 

‘The best part of this little bit of technique is that 
relief is given without the necessity of poisoning the 
blood stream and depressing the heart by powerful 
habit-forming drugs.” 

The present writer has not tried the above method 
for relieving a headache, but passes it on for what- 
ever it may be worth.

Such a per- 
son will appear tall in sitting, short im standing. 
These characteristics are expressions of inherent po- 
tentiality which have been proven om the basis of 
abundant statistical evidence. Under favorable con- 
ditions and environments the individual should live 
out the inherent or potential longevity. 

“TI have had occasion to observe among my pupils 
the truth of the rule that a trunk loug in proportion 
to the standing height is a good tmdication of organic 
power. The length of a man’s leg does not determine 
the length of his life.”

Govern met one man who had butter for sale and 
bragged about its age—40 years! Of course, Tibetans 
occasionally lie. Yak meat also was too venerable to 
suit a civilized palate. It was frozen solid, and many 
of the natives ate it raw. Others chopped and boiled 
it. Dr. McGovern confesses a lifelong distaste for 
boiled meat, even when fresh. The aged yak flesh, 
upon which Satan and the rest feasted with relish, 
turned the stomach of the professor. However. as 
they were forced to make their meals many times 
in the presence of strangers, the doctor had to grin 
and gulp it. This diet gave him dysentery, and 
the farther along the road he went the sicker and 
weaker he became. Nevertheless, it was his business 
to bear his share of the burden, so he limped along, 
his feet sore, his legs trembling with weakness, his 
stomach upset; and all the while his satanic majesty, 
the monk, rode comfortably astride a pony. 
Occasionally Dr. McGovern found it comparatively 
safe for him to board a pony or a mule and ride a 
mile or so. If strangers were encountered, it was 
explained by Satan or Lhaten that the poor coolie 
was sick and unable to walk. Satan would take oc-

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Natives taking hot-spring medicine baths, air tem- 
perature 40 below.

Tibet has no hotels. In the villages along the 
route followed by McGovern there are places calied 
rest houses. The landlord is known as the nepo, 
the landlady as the nemo. The nemo, it seems, is 
the big boss in most instances. She sells the food 
and takes the pay. At these rest houses nobody 
is served cooked meals. Everybody buys what is 
required and cooks it. As a rule there is a court- 
yard in which the cooking is done, yak dung being 
the only fuel. Tibet is virtually treeless; there is 
no coal, and as a consequence fuel is exceedingly 
scarce. Traveling parties 
carry their own cooking 
utensils, wherein they 
brew the tea and boil the 
meat and make the barley 
bread. 

Dr. McGovern followed 
the native custom of eat- 
ing with the fingers, 
neither forks nor spoons 
being in the equipment. 
Though the multitudes of 
yaks give plenty of milk, 
the lacteal fluid is taboo. 
Tibetans regard milk as 
filthy, though they con- 
sider butter clean. Milk, 
when used, is merely a 
kind of medicine, which 
must be taken, however 
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unpleasant it may be to the patient. This medicine 
was prescribed to Dr. McGovern, who managed to 
take it without revealing the fact that he liked it. 
The milk served to counteract, in some measure, the 
deleterious effect of the other “‘medicines” the doc- 
tor took for his dysentery. . 

When the party got far into Tibet and the college 
professor was feeling the dire need of some change in 
diet, they reached a village where some chickens 
were seen running about near the rest house. In 
Tibet the eating of chickens is forbidden. Chicken is 
held to be the very filthiest of foods. Dr. McGovy- 
ern remarks, however, that there is more or less 
chicken bootlegging. Some of the natives eat the 
fowl on the sly. He was determined to have a 
chicken dinner or die. For a few cents he bought 
from the nemo two chickens. on the hoof. But the 
nemo refused to catch the chickens. That must be 
done by the purchaser. McGovern set two of his 
servants at the task. The nemo laughed alond at 
the antics incident to the chase. Finally the fowls 
were captured, but it was not, safe to cook and 
eat them in public. They ire stored away for 
future reference. 

Two days later, far along the route, a sequestered 
spot was reached. The chickens were cooked and 
eaten. It was McGovern’s first decent meal since he 
left Darjeeling. These chickens proved to be excel- 
lent medicine. But if the Tibetan authorities had

known that the nemo had been bootlegging chickens 
she would have been punished severely; and if they 
had discovered that the supposed servant of Sataa 
had demanded and eaten the fowls, he would have 
been suspected of being the foreign devil. It was 
something like buying moonshine or white mule in 
America these dawg and drinking it under cover. 
Owing to the scarcity of fuel, Tibetans do not 
build fires to keep themselves warm. When the tem- 
perature falls they put on additional clothes. Dr. 
McGovern. though he wore al! three of his coolie 
snits, shivered and shook. But after he had been 
some weeks in Tibet he discovered that there was 
another way of keeping reasonably warm. Tibetans, 
he avers, are the filthiest people on earth. The only 
use they have for water is in making tea or boiling 
meat All water is just “cooking water’ in Tibet. 


Nobodys ever washes face, hands or other parts of 
the body. Dr MeGovern declares that there are 
multitudes of Tibetans who live from birth to death 
without ever taking a bath. On his trip to Lhasa he 
found no opportunity to wash either hands or face 
To be sure, there was a reason for not washing— it 
might remove some of his disguiss In time he be 
came incrusted. like the natives, with a layer of 
dirt that heiped to keep him warm 

There are in Tibet, however. many hot springs. 
The natives who can get to such springs sometimes 
bathe therein. This is not because they seek clean- 
liness. They believe. and rightiy. that a hot bath 


is good for the health. The McGovern caravan passed 
one of these places where several natives, stark 
naked. were bathing in a pool of steaming water. The 
temperature of the air was about 46 degrees minus. 
The doctor yearned to take a plunge and risk getting 
pneumonia after coming out into the cold atmos- 
phere, but he didn’t dare. The hot water might 
wash off too much of the iodine and walnut stain. 
So he passed on, sorrowfnlly. 

Within 24 hours Dr. McGovern suffered some 
intimate knowledge of the sardonic frony of fate. 
Traveling along a ledge above a frozen stream, he 
slipped and feil into the water. He fell so hard that 
he cracked the ice and went compietely under. His 
servants fished him out. Thus he had unintentional- 
ly a cold bath after refusing a hot one. But he did 
not dare remove his clothing after being fished out 
of the icy river. Shivering and shaking, still weak 
from his illness, he trudged on painfully. 

As our Argonants of the days of the forty-niners 
phrased it with reference to California, it was Lhasa 
or bust! And Lhasa was only a few miles away. 
The professor knew this not only by his map, but by 
the increasing number of people on the roads. Every- 
body, it seemed, was making toward Lhasa. It so 
happened that the arrival of the secret caravan was 
timed. unintentionally, to coincide with Tibetan New 
Year, which comes in February. Ordinarily Lhasa 
has about 20,000 people. The New Year celebration 
draws four or five times that number, so that when 
McGovern reached the city he found nearly 160.000

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RS. O'LEARY’'S cow, according to a 
legend which will never die, kicked 
over a lantern on the night of Oct.

That big con- 
flagration has long since passed into 
history, but the traditional kick of 
Mrs. O’Leary’s cow is the moving force that puts the 
punch into Fire Prevention Week, now being ob- 
served in all parts of the United States. 


Im 1911 the custom of observing Fire Prevention 
Day in America was established, the chosen day be- 
ing the anniversary of the Chicago fire. In recent 
years the entire week, which includes Oct. 9, has 
been designated as Fire Prevention Week. 

In this week there is a nation-wide campaign of 
education in methods of fire prevention, and no small 
part of the campaign is devoted to setting forth the 
appalling loss of life and property each year as the 
result of fires in the United States, many of which 
fires would be preventible if proper care were ex- 
ercised by property owners.

Maintaining fire departments, water works and 
fire-prevention systems. 

One lesson which is being constantly hammered 
home by Fire Prevention Week speakers and writers 
is that cities and towns, like individuals, reap what 
they sow. To permit. the erection of firetraps, to fail 
to provide an abundant and reliable water supply 
and means of using it, and failure to apply the every- 
day means of fire prevention is to face a menace of 
heavy fires and sweeping conflagrations. 

The gospel of Fire Prevention Week is that an 
ounce of fire prevention is worth a ton of fire fight- 
ing. Another point on which great stress is laid is 
that wooden materials freely used in the erection 
of business houses, and large areas of frame or wood- 
roofed dwellings, have made it necessary to maintain 
expensive fire-fighting facilities for protection 
against the very conditions that the application of 
strict building regulations would have prevented. 

One of the widely circulated appeals reads: 

“Let us enter whole-heartedly into the spirit of 
Fire Prevention Week by clearing all premises of 
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in places free from combustible material. ‘5

clean.

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a secondary power house, where it will develop elec- 
trical power. In this way power will be provided 
every hour of the day and night. 

This tidewater power plant is expected to have 
a minimum energy capacity of 268,000 horsepower, 
compared with the Muscle Shoals minimum of 200,- 
600 horsepower. The ultimate maximum of the 
Muscle Shoals plant has been computed at 600,000 
horsepower. The British plant also would have a 
potential maximum, but this, as yet, has not been 
designated. It has, however, been estimated that 
this plant would be capable of developing more pow- 
er than was supplied last year by all the public 
agencies and private companies put together in Lon- 
don, Manchester, Glasgow, Birmingham, Liverpool, 
Sheffield, Leeds and Bradford, the largest power- 
consuming communities in England. 

The investigating committee has been told that 
the tidewater station would be able to supply all of 
the electricity used for lighting and power within 
a radius of 30 miles of the mouth of the Severn and 
have enough left over. to supply all of London and 
the next five biggest cities in Great Britain. 

The topography of the surrounding country is such 
that it would be possible to place the high-level 
reservoir at an altitude anywhere between 350 and 
800. The height of the reservoir will be a big fac- 
tor in determining the power-developing efficiency of 
the secondary plant. 

Up to the present time the Muscle Shoals project, 
with its gigantic Wilson Dam nearing completion, 
is the world’s largest water power development. 

In physical extent, at least, if not also in total 
power development, the proposed tidal water power 
plant at the mouth of the River Severn in England 
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will dwarf the Muscle Shoals achievement. 

As was the case at Muscle Shoals, it will be neces- 
sary to build a dam across the river. In the very 
nature of things, the physical structure of the En- 
glish works must be larger than that of the Muscle 
Shoals plant. 

The Tennessee River at Muscle Shoals is only 3080 
feet wide and Wilson dam, including its shore struc- 
tire, is just one mile long. 

The Severn, at the point just below Chepstow 
chosen as the site of the proposed tidewater power 
plant, is so wide that the dam and its shore ap- 
proaches must be two and one-quarter miles long. 
This would be far and away the longest structure of 
the kind ever erected. 


This dam will have a large number of sluice gates ~~ 


to permit the easy flow of the tidal stream up 
through the dam and into the stretch of river above 
it. The incoming tide will be allowed to flow 
through the siuices until high water is reached. At 
that stage of the tide the level of the water will be 
the same above the dam as below it. The sluice 
gates will then be closed. As the tide ebbs away 
below the dam, the water there will find a lower 
level, while the level of the water above the dam will 
remain unchanged. This will make an artificial 
“fall’’ which will have great potentiality for the de- 
velopment of power. When the difference in level 
above and below the dam is at its maximum, the 
water which has been impounded above the dam 
will be turned through the turbines of large power 
houses on shore, developing power as it runs through 
the turbines. | 

At the proposed site of the dam the tidal rise 
in the river is 40 feet. Some idea of the possible 
maximum-power may be gathered from the state- 
ment that the water, with a depth of 40 feet and a 
width of two miles and extending back only a mile 
from the upper side of the dam, would have a weight 
of approximately 250,000,000,000 pounds. 

As for the effectiveness of the primary plant 
which will run the tidewater directly through tur- 
bines, it is pointed out by the engineers that there 
are only two places in the world where the tide runs 
higher than it does in the Severn. One of these is in 
China and the other is in the Bay of Fundy, between 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. They assert that 
neither of those places has the local advantages of 
the Severn estuary for the development, utilization 
and distribution of power. 

While the project is important as a plan for power 
deyelopment, it is expected also to provide much 
needed additional means of communication across 
the Severn. As designed, the upper surface of the 
dam could be provided with railroad tracks, tram- 
ways and footpaths. This would greatly relieve the 
present congestion in the Severn tunnel which runs 
under the river near the suggested site of the dam. 

To avoid interference with ship traffic on the 
river, there would be a special system of locks.

The result is a prescription of & 
job. Henry is told what kind of job 
will probably suit him best. More im- 
portant still, he is toid what kinds of 
jobs are unsuited to him, what daties 
in the business world it will be useiess 
for him to try. 

This is not. let me insist. any guar- 
antee of success in life. It is useless 
to deny that the main factor in finan- 
cial success ig this world is good for- 
tune Henry may hare all the psycho- 
logical advice in the world and still 
be a failure as the world counts such 
things. But the important point is this: 
‘f Henry knows his capabilities he wil! 
tave a far better chance. 

A workman must know the tools he 
orks with. and when a man is build- 
ng a fortune his chief tool is himself. 

What are some of these tests that 
have been devised for this testing of 
men. for the prediction of their busi- 
ness and industrial fitness? 

One of the chief ones is the test of 
what is called “reaction time.” You sit 
down at a little table on which there 
is a push button like that of an ordinary 
doorbell. In front of you is a biank 
wall. Suddenly there appears on the 
wall a blank card carrying the word 
“three.” You are supposed to press the 
button three times. Another time the 
card may say “four”; then you press 
the button four times, and so on. There 
are many variants of this test, but this 
is perhaps the simplest one. 

The object is to determine how quick- 
ly you can see the word on the card, 
translate it mentally imto the aumber 
and then press the button that number 
of times. A delicate and exact apparatus, 
which you cannot see, keeps a record of 
the precise fraction of a second that 
elapsed between the exposure of the 
card and the instant when you pressed 
the batton. 

If your “reaction” is rapid the psr- 
chologist knows that you will see things 
quickly and will move quickly in re 
sponse to what you see. If your re- 
action is slow, or if you are inaccurate. 
pressing the button foar times, for ex- 
ample, when the card says “three.” then 
he knuows that you are unlikely to be 
successful in such occupations as auto- 
mobile driving, where a quick and cor- 


rect meeting of unexpected emergencies 
is essential. 

Another test is the “cancellation test.” 
You are given a printed page of some 
language that you do not know, so that 
the words are meaningless to you. You 
are asked to go through this as rapidly 
as possible, cancelling with a lead pencil 
every letter E that you encounter. The 
time that it takes you to do this is re- 
corded and the number of missed let- 
ters is counted up afterward. This test 
tells the psychologist how you would 
probably fit into a job like that of a 
printer, where both speed and accuracy 
in such details is a prerequisite for first- 
class work. 

Another test is the slot-machine test 
devised by Prof. Link. This machine is 
a@ square box on top of which there re- 
volires a disk, somewhat as a phono- 
graph record revolves on top of tre 
phonograp®. In this disk there is a 
small siot. You are given a number of 
small metal balls like buckshot and are 
told to drop one of them through the 
slot each time the slot comes round. 

This’ tests your accuracy of ere and 
hand, for you must gauge the rotation 
of the disk correctly and must drop the 
little ball at just the right instart. 
Otherwise it will miss the slot. The num- 
ber of misses that you score out of 26 
or 30 balis tells the psychologist how 
well you are suited, for example, to a 
job like feeding a machine in a factory, 
where you must move continually in 
time with the motion of the machine. 


It is found, curiously enough, that 


some persons do better with this siot- 
machine test when the disk is reroly- 
ing rapidiy while others do best when 
it revolves slowly. The difference cor- 
responds, we imagine, to some differ- 
emce in the nervous or muscular or- 
ganization of the two types of persons. 

Whatever its cause, the fact has a 
very practical value in industry. Some 
factory machines move slowly; others 
move rapidly. If you test your emplores 
with the slot-machine test and put the 
ones who do best with a fast rotation on 
the fast-moving factory machines, the 
cones who do best with slow rotation on 
the slow-moving machines, you will 
speed up your factory operation consid- 
erably. as well as decrease the number
